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Hiring of applicant formerly General Counsel of a 
sub-camlttee of the House Cnmnittee on Expenditures 
In the Executive Departments „ 


1. A request haul been received from the Chief of Person- 
nel as to whether it would be possible to hire an applicant who 
until quite recently served as thn General Counsel of a sub- 
ccsanittee of the Sous© Comal fete© on Experaiiturea in the Execu- 
tive Departments. 

2 . The question has been raised due to Section 201 1 (g) 
of the Legislative Reorganisation Act of 1946, which states thar; : 

"Ho individual who is alloyed as a profes- 
sional staff member of any carnal ttee as provided 
in this section shall be eligible for appointment 
to any office or position in the executive branch 
of the Government for a period of one year after 
he shall have ceased to be such a member." 

9. Mr. Alfred Klein, Chief Law Officer of the Civil 
Service Comuisaion, has informed me unofficially that the <‘cm~ 
mi salon's position is that this prohibition is intended orly 
to reach the permanent professional staff members of staat: lag 
committees (envisaged In Section 202 (a) of the Act), awl not 
to the professional staff members of sub-ccswaltteea or special 
Congressional committees whose tenure of office is general ly 
considered to be temporary . The basis of’ distinction lie* in 
the concept of the Act that the four professional staff members 
should be permanent ©B$>loyee3 as distinguished from the tem- 
porary nature of sub-committee staffs. 

4. A check of the Digest Section of the General At count 
lug Gfflce reveals that there has been no decision by the DAO 
on this subject up to the present time. 

For these reasons there are no legal objections at 
the present time to th© ©wpbjyisent of the applicant Indie* ted 
in paragraph 1 .
